CORONA, Jan. 10.—The Los Angeles 
Railway Company and the officers of 
the Fairchild-Gilmore-Wilton Company 
of Los Angeles organized under the 
name of the Corona Rock Company, 
have bought sixty-two acres of por- 
phyritic rhyolite deposit formerly 
owned by the Fairchild-Gilmore-Wliton 
Company. 

Under the new management the plant 
is being extensively enlarged. 
Union Construction Company of Los 
Angeles is in charge of the work of 
installing new machinery. There are 
now sixty men at the quarry working 
in different capacities. 

The machinery being placed includes 
two Neo. 5 Gates breakers, one 24x36 
and one 4x8 jaw breakers and a sixty- 
horse 
five-drill Sullivan air compressor. The 
company’s buildings, either completed 
or now under way, inciide a dining- 
room, with seating capacity for 120 
men, office, stables, two bunk houses 
and two more to be built. 

There are a number of storage 
pockets, but a 350-foot tunnel will fur- 
nish the principal means of ground 
storage, with a daily capacity of 800 
tons of crushed rock. The plant is to 
be completed in forty days and when 
in full operation from seventy-five to 
eighty men are to be employed. There 
is a spur extending to the plant, which 
ia only forty yards from the main line 
+ the Santa Fe. 

A tunnel ta to be driven two hundred 
feet into a hill, which is to be blown 
up by placing twerty-one tons of dyna- 
mite in the tunnel.

Higher Tribunal Reverses a. 
Superior Judge. | 


Weighty Opinion Rendered’ 
in Long Fight. 


A decision of great significance, both 
as regards its local import and as 
defining the limits of an important 
phase of corporate stock and bond 
transactions was handed dewn yeater- 
day by the Supreme Court of Call- 
fornia in the famous case of the $350,- 
bond tssue of the million-dollar 
Hotel Wentworth of Oak Knoll, Pasa- 
dena. The decision rendered by Judge 
Monroe of the local Superior Court, 
more than a year ago, Was reversed by 
the higher court, as was also the or- 
der denying the motion for a new trial. 

According tw the ruling by Judge 
Monroe, the $275,000 worth of bonds 


(| aetually issued and conveyed to their 


present holders as a stock bonus were 
invalid and worthless. by reason of 


gift for which no consideration was re- 
turned. The judgment was based upon 
the fact, brought out by the evidence, 
that the bonds had been used as an 
inducement to purchase stock in the 
hotel conifany. and were, In reality, 
merely “thrown in” along with the 
stock sold, 

In a 690-word opinion by Judge 
Shaw. coneurred in by Judges Angel- 
lotti and Slexs, the findings of the local 
court are reversed on all points in- 
volving the stock and bend c- 
tion’ by the hotel company and their 
agents. the William R. Staate Com- 
pany. Though the validity of the bonds 
is declared, the way fs ) for a 
new trial by the simultaneous revers- 
ing of the order denying it. It is more 
than likely that the case will 
brought to this city again, though the 
attorneys for the defendants yeaster- 
day expressed themselves as ine 
that, in the event o fa new the 
case will go for their clients. 

HISTORY OF HOTEL.

by the Wentworth Hotel Company. | 


The latter, of which Gen. M. C. Went- 
worth, of national hetel fame, war the 
chief mover, was incorporated for the 
purpose in April, 1996, with a capitell- 
zation of $256,900. 

Construction -was began  tmmedi- 
ately, upon the supposition that the big 
husteiry could be pul up according: to 
specification« for 9606,.900. It prenentiy 
became —-¢vident. however, that 
actual cost would be much greater. In 
November of the seme year the avail- 
able funds were exhausted, the hotel 
was not finished. biijs extent of 
$350,000 were preesing, mohey was 
badly eakdes. Some of the creditors 
consented to an extension and, with 
that help, it was estimated that an 
additional $260,000 would complete and 
furni#h the 

Accordingly t company increased 
its capital stock to $600,000 and authoer- 
ized a bonded debt of $2560. The 
bonds, issued Becember 7, were secured 
by a mortgage on all the hotel prop- 
erty, the mortgage being executed to 
the Tithe Ineurance and Trust Com- 
pany, a# trustee. Upon the results of 
the sale of the additional] steck, with 
the bonds used as a bonus, the hotel 
was practically completed in Febru- 
ary. 1907, at a cost of 
$1,000,000, with the furnishi . 

It was opened for business for a few 
months in 1907 until closed by tigation 
tying up the hotel property. The com- 
pany was declared insolvent on July 
12, upon a petition by the credjtors, 
dated nearly two months before. 
Henry McKee was appointed assig- 
nee in insolvency and at once became 
the plaintiff in an action to have the 
issue red invalid and the 
mortgage void to that extent. The 
trustees and the Oak Knoll Company 
were made the defendants. 

RULED FOR PLAINTIFF. 

Judge Monroe gave judgment for the 
plaintiff on the grounds that the bonds 
were issued ast a gift, that the tran- 
saction of issue and delivery was 
fraudulent and_yold as to the credit- 
ors and that they were not issued in 
compliance with the law.,. The greater 
part.of his opinion upon the 
nature of the operations of the Staats 
comipany. who acted as \agents for the 
sale of the stock, f 

A written agreement between the 
Staats people and the hotel company 
provided that the former should re- 
ceive the bonds and $15,000 of the cap- 
ital stock in return for their services 
in disposing of ‘the $260,000 worth of 
stock required to be sold in order that 
the building operations could be con- 
tinued. Evidence was introduced to 


| show that, on the contrary, the actual 


agreement was that the bonds should 
be tised as an inducement te purchase 
stock which could not otherwise be dis- 


posed of. 
‘Tt was further alleged that a cut- 
and-dried arrangement was entered in- 
to whereby the: bonus bonds should 
be given to the amount of 105 per cent. 
of the par value of the stock purchased 
and that 106 per cent. of the latter 
should be also included in a sale sup- 
posedily at par value. This, it was as- 
serted, was done in order that it 
should appear that the stock was sold 
at par. was fully peid and was net sub- 
ject to any saesessments for the benefit 
of creditors. The claim of fraudulent 
ure was besed upon this. 

In review of the evidence, upon ap- 
peal by the Crust company, the higher
